fTJie John Birch Society dates back 
to a day in 1S58 when Robert Welch 
assembled about a dozen persons from 
around the country in an Indianapolis 
hotel and lectured them for the better 
part of two days on the threats to 
American freedom and what could be 
done about them. He offered “dynamic 
leadership” to meet these threats. 

A transcript of his lecture forms the 
society’s "Blue Book,” which with the 
society bulletins and Welch’s periodical 
American Opinion give ample evidence 
of his conservative views. 

Welch 9 a Thesis 

Welch's basic thesis is that the United 
States is rapidly being converted, by 
Communist design, into a socialist state 
which is giving up Us sovereignty to 
the United Nations and will soon be 
ripe for painless merger with the Soviet 
| Union. 

Most of the governmental develop¬ 
ments of tbe last 30 years have been 
part of this design, Welch believes. He 
would wipe out such things as Social 
Security, the graduated federal income 
tax, diplomatic recognition of Soviet 
Russia, federal budget deficits, Inflation, 
and big government.

Former Vice-president Nixon, he 
wrote in 1950, was “one of the ablest, 
shrewdest, most disingenuous, and slip¬ 
periest politicians that ever showed up” 
and has “never been a leader in connec¬ 
tion with any development, or at any 
stage in his career.” 

Blames Churches 

Welch sees loss of faith in God and 
man as a cause of our problems, and 
says one-third of Protestant churches 
contribute to this loss of faith. The 
society is named for John Birch, “a 
young fundamentalist Baptist missionary- 
preacher from Macon, Ga., who did as 
much as any other one man, high or 
low, to win our war and the Chinese 
war against the Japanese in China, (and) 
was murdered by the Chinese Commu¬ 
nists at the first opportunity after the 
war because of the powerful resistance 
he would have been able to inspire 
against them.” 

Welch is a North Carolina native who 
became a Massachusetts candy-manufac¬ 
turing executive, and in 1957 gave up 
most of his regular work, to devote full 
time to the anti-Communist fight. 

Welch considers himself an expert at 
spotting secret Communists. He points 
out that his conclusions many times have 
tallied with those of J. B. Matthews, for¬

The four, panelists on the 
WHAS "Moral Side of the 
News” program, took the Birch 
organization to task for what 
they called lack of faith in 
human nature, a libel on the 
American people, instilling 
fear of discussion of issues, 
and an effort to turn back the 
dock 100 years. 

The head of one Birch chap¬ 
ter here, Shirley Palmer-Ball, 
said today that the clergy panel 
“formed their opinion with very 
little information . . . They 
have not taken sufficient time 
to study.” 

True Meaning Lost 

The “Moral Side” discussion 
followed publication of an ar¬ 
ticle in Sunday’s Courier-Jour¬ 
nal describing the organization. 

Palmer-Ball said statements 
by his group’s founder as car¬ 
ried in the story were admitted¬ 
ly ripped from context, and, 
"The true meaning of the state¬ 
ments was lost in many in¬ 
stances.”

He referred to the publicity the John Birch Society 
had received in Sunday’s Courier-Journal of 2/19/61. He noted 
that the article in the paper identified himself and several 
others as leaders of this society in Louisville, Kentucky. He 
was not pleased with the article, stating it was slanted and did 
not give an accurate picture of the purposes of the John Birch 
Society. He stated the sole purpose of the John Birch Society 
is to combat the spread of Communism in the United States. He 
advised that prior to joining the John Birch Society several 
months ago he had made a thorough study of it and found nothing 
un-American concerning it and is himself convinced it is a wholly 
American organization, having for its purpose the gathering of 
material with which to combat subtle propaganda intended to lead 
unsuspecting and unknowing individuals into Communist beliefs. 

He mentioned that he himself has a copy of the film, "Operations 
Abolition" put out by the House Committee on un-American Activities 
and shows this film when opportunities arise in order to show the 
dangers of Communism. He remains constantly on guard to make 
sure the John Birch Society does not become "radical" or go 
overboard in its activities. 


Some examples of what he termed subtle efforts to 
lead individuals toward Communism were the actions of JIMMY 
ROOSEVELT in attempting to destroy the House Committee on un- 
American activities, the character assassination of the late 
Senator JOSEPH MCCARTHY and possibly the current program of 
great decisions. Regarding great decisions, he stated that it 
claims to be unbiased and in no way leaning towards the left, 
but he believed it slants its material. He said he had never 
seen any material of it which sets forth all the atrocities that 
have occurred in Russia. He observed that the Fulton County 
Grand Jury in Atlanta, Georgia, has banned the great decisions

Tried To Bluff Way Out 

Birch’s mission was to re¬ 
port troop movements and 
other items to the O.S.S. base 
at Kunming, China. He was 
killed August 25, 1945, head¬ 
ing an intelligence team in 
central China. 

Weiss agreed with Sample, 
however, that Birch was killed 
when he tried to bluff his way 
out of a bad situation with 
Chinese Reds. 

He said, "Harsh words led to 
insults, and insults to arro- 
nce (on Birch's part)." 

But he explained that Birch’s 
ifficulty resulted from inex- 
rience.

The division has been in¬ 
tensified by controversy over 
the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities’ motion 
picture, “Operation A b o 1 i- 
tion," which is being promoted 
by the Birch Society, among 
others, and which, the National 
Council of Churches, among 
others, has recommended not 
be shown without the presenta¬ 
tion of serious questions about 
its accuracy. 

The Rev. Carl Mcfntirc, a 
defrocked Presbyterian minis¬ 
ter who is a spokesman for 
the American Council, devoted 
his nationwide radio program 
pn twn successive weeks to 


the situation in Phoenix, re¬ 
plying to a defense of the 
National Council issued by 122 
Phoenix clergymen. 

Falsa Witness? 

In Santa Barbara, Calif., 
members of the First Presby¬ 
terian Church received through 
the mail a Birch Society “ques¬ 
tionnaire” attacking its own 
church leadership and that of 
the. National Council. 

The Rev. Eugene Carson 
Blake, stated clerk of the Pres¬ 
byterian Church in the U.S.A. 
and a former National Council 
president, flew to Santa Bar¬ 
bara to accuse the Birch So¬ 
ciety in a sermon; his test 
“Thou shalt not bear false 
witness..,.’’ 

“If you let these propa¬ 
gandists have their way they 
will divide this church right 
down the middle between 
■Communists’ and 'fascists’ 
haling each other, labeling 
each other, and’ distrusting 
each other,” Blake said. 

At Amarillo, Tex., Brig. Gen. 
William L. Lee, retired com¬ 
mander of the Amarillo Air 
Force Base, is head of the 
local Birch organization. He 
denied the society has anything 
to do with the rumored circula¬ 
tion of a list charging five 
prominent local men are Com¬ 
munists. 

Lee said there are no Com¬ 
munists m AmariUo. But he 
acknowledged that the society 
is stirring up friction in local 
churches. _ 


"We have documented proof 
that the National Council has 
been infiltrated by Communists 
and some of these ministers 
just won’t listen to us,” Lee 
said. 

Antilabor Stand Told 

The Amarillo group has 
been less successful in another 
campaign. The public library 
refused to yield to its demand 
that it call off a "Great De¬ 
cisions", discussion series spon¬ 
sored by the 42-year-old For¬ 
eign Policy Association. 

At Wichita, Kan., the society 
has moved to battle in policy 
matters in P.-T.A.'s, the library 
and college. According to 
George H. Lewis, assistant pro¬ 
fessor of economics at the Uni¬ 
versity of Wichita nnd director 
of the Kansas Council for In¬ 
dustrial Peace, "they virtually 
control the Wichita Chamber 
of Commerce and seem to have 
a dominant influence in the 
state Chamber organization. 

“One of their major ob¬ 
jectives in the state is to de¬ 
stroy collective bargaining. 
They are preparing to push 
through some vicious antilabor 
legislation during the next 
session."

Robert Welch said he hoped 
to fill hundreds of filing cab¬ 
inets with dossiers on “those 
who are trying to change the 
economic find political struc¬ 
ture of this country so that it 
could be comfortably merged 
with Soviet Russia in a one- 
world socialist government.” 

Writing in the July issue of 
his society’s bulletin, Welch 
said he believed the largest 
non-governmental file of this 
nature in America, which he 
did not identify, contains 1,500,- 
000 names. He said he believes 
there are "not more than 300,- 
000 to 500,000 Communists in 
our country . . . and not more 
than a million allies, dupes and 
sympathizers whom they can 
count on for any conscious sup¬ 
port.” But he indicated he 
wished to list only their “lead- 

E :rs.” 

He said he hoped the ma- 
erial would become “the most 
omplete, most accurate, and 


most useful file in America on 
the personnel of the whole lib¬ 
eral establishment. ... We do 
not know of anybody else who 
could get thousands of dedi¬ 
cated, informed, and careful 
volunteers to working on such 
a project, or who would be in 
a position to organize and util¬ 
ize the results of all that labor.”

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I T N THE year and a half since the 
I John Birch Society first came to 
national attention, Birchers and other, 
far-right conservatives have been quietly 
expanding their activities in Louisville 
and Kentucky. 

Birch Society membership here has 
been growing slowly, says the top known 
Louisville Birch leader, and a number 
of other organizations and individuals 
'have entered the “antii-Commumst 
cause.” 

Right-wing groups have sponsored 
speeches here by M. Stanton Evans, 
Billy James Hargis, and other top con¬ 
servative spokesmen. 

In the Democratic primary, attorney 
Marion A. Vance, of Glasgow campaigned 
for tile senatorial nomination on a plat¬ 
form that bore down heavily on tliet 
issue of the internal COmmunist threat 
to America. He got 28,474 votes; Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Wilson Wyatt got 127,- 
118 votes and the nomination.

Vance's campaign manager, attorney 
C. L. Bell of Louisville. heads an or- 
ganftsTTtltr called Kentucky Heritage^

A statement by Bell to the press said: 

“The object and purpose of the corpo¬ 
ration is to fight communism and to 
preserve the Constitution of Kentucky 
and that of the United States and to 
defend and uphold our freedoms and 
lilwrties. . . . The new organization 
intends an extensive campaign in Ken¬ 
tucky to fight communism from within. 
And to hold anti-Communist meetings 
in various places throughout the state 
to indoctrinate and educate the people 
on why we have the freedoms we cheer- 
Ish and to fight communism.” 

The press release also said: “The 
organization launches its program with 
more than 3,782 pledged members and 
expects to enroll more than 100,000 with¬ 
in a very short time.” 

Bell told a reporter, however, thnt 
the 3,782 were persons who had signed 
a petition setting up the nonprofit corpo¬ 
ration, and that they had not paid any 
dues.

She also declared, "If people are not 
willing to fight for America, they haven’t 
any business in America. They ought 
to be shot out" into space, her gesture 
indicated. 

Mrs. Buttorff, widow of a physician, 
says many physicians are among her 
customers. "The majority of doctors are 
waking up to the fact that they should 
be thinking about something besides 
medicare," she said. 

This was confirmed hy a physician 
who confided to this reporter, "We’re 
the last individualists. We don’t want 
anybody telling us what to do, ordering 
us around. Kennedy has made us realize 
we have to do something." 

Physicians are therefore working to 
persuade patients to their point of view, 
the physician said, giving them pam¬ 
phlets, talking to them during treat¬ 
ment—"we’re after them,” he said.

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Showdown Set Today 
On Magruder’s Post

A showdown raov^ to dismiss 
TVr. N , Hi mieiL Manrudcr as 
execiitive'diV'cctor 01 the Louis¬ 
v ille Area Councif of C hurches 
will W in an e tomorrow at the 
council’s executive board meet¬ 
ing. 

Representatives of three and 
possibly four major denomina¬ 
tions are reportedly behind the 
demand that the controversial 
clergyman be ousted. His ultra- 
conservative views and mem¬ 
bership in the John Birch So¬ 
ciety have kept him in conflict 
with liberal churchmen the 
past 2Vz years. 

Ministers and members of 
the council received a letter 
yesterday from Dr. Magruder 
acknowledging the impending 
showdown. The letter begins: 

“A decision seems in the 
offing which is laden with, far- 
reaching consequences for the 
Louisville Area Council of 
Churches . . 

The letter is the most out¬ 
spoken statement of Dr. Ma- 
gruder’s side of the con¬ 
troversy he has made. He wrote 
of "the dissident group that 
continues to harass both the 
executive director and the 
council program," and of “a 
campaign of reprisal and re¬ 
crimination” by “a small, hard¬ 
core ‘liberal’ power group 
which seems set on a rule-or- 
ruin policy.” 

Tactics Called ‘Flagrant’ 

He characterized the grodp 
as one “which urges concilia¬ 
tion on the American Govern¬ 
ment in dealing with godless 
enemies” while the group "has 
employed nonconciliatory tac¬ 
tics of intimidation and boycott 
which would shame the most 
flagrant politician or business¬ 
man."

Magruder accused Protestant 
clergymen of being "tinged 
with the Marxist virus" that 
touched off the controversy.

Protestant festival at Freedom 
Hall, was canceled because of 
the controversy. 

A committee of the council 
investigated the charges 
against Dr. Magruder and in 
September, 1961, the executive 
board declared it found no 
justification in the charges. 
Later, however, the council 
adopted a new constitution' 
which contained a section limit¬ 
ing the statements that could 
be made by the executive 
director. 

Seeks Middle Course 

Magruder pictured his ad¬ 
ministration as an attempt to 
steer a middle course between 
the extreme positions of the 
council’s member churches. 
The Louisville council is one 
of few in the nation which has 
attracted the participation of 
Southern Baptists and other 
conservative demoninations. 

He posed four questions 
which he said the board would 
be confronted with in its meet¬ 
ing: 

1. "Can any council of 
churches be truly ecumenical 
and Christian if it is governed | 
by monolithic, one-party think- • 
ing instead of espousing 
Christian freedom based on the 
Lordship of Christ? 

2. “What future would b 
Christian movement have which 
denies its own basis tor ex¬ 
istence? Is this a proper pos¬ 
ture for the Protestant, move¬ 
ment in this community? 

3. "In view of the growing 
seriousness of Communist ad¬ 
vances, is strong opposition to 
the Marxist movement a cause 
for censure? 

4. "What is the place for the 
spirit of Jesus Christ in arri' ’-. 
ing at decisions in matters pe • | 
taining to the Gospel and tt e j 
work of churches?” 
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'Magruder Planning 
Conservative Center 

Dr. N. Burnett Magruder announced plans yesterday 
to establish “a center for Christian conservative thought 
and action in Louisville.” Details, he said, will be made 
public later this month. 

The ousted executive director of the Louisville Area Council 
of Churches listed a three-point program of personal action. 

In addition to the center, it included: 

Continuation of his pastorate at Covenant Baptist Church, 
.plus extension of his ministry in other Kentucky churches. 

Assumption of “some coordinating functions for the John 
Birch Society.” 

The society, Dr. Magruder added, is ."a much maligned and 
misrepresented group in which I have been a rather inactive 
member thus far. The true story of this society should be 
told loud and clear throughout the commonwealth.” 

The executive board of the Council of Churches fired Dr. 
Magruder last month because of a controversy over his support 
of conservative causes. Anger was first aroused in 1960 when 
he commented that the Marxist virus had penetrated thinking 
of the clergy. 

‘More Room For Freedom Of Conscience’ 

In his statement yesterday, Dr. Magruder said the John 
Birch Society "states frankly where it stands and has more 
room for freedom of conscience and individual rights than 
the Louisville Area Council of Churches displayed when it 
advertised to the world that it is willing to permit expression 
only for the liberal point of view.” 

The society's program, he continued, “is for all Americans 
without prejudice toward any. It is pro-people, pro-Americaii, 
and pro-principle. The only ’anti’ in its entire program is 
'anticollectivism.’ ’’ 

"Whereas,” concluded Dr. Magruder, “the left wing, both 
Communist and non-Communist, has shown a persistent bias 
toward atheism and diluted faith; the conservative cause has 
a strong affinity toward spiritual faith plus a deep conviction 
on the importance of a balanced constitutional system of 
government.

The third phase of his plan 
is to continue as pastor of 
Covenant Baptist Church, which 
meets Sundays and Wednesday 
nights at the Y.W.C.A., Second 
and Broadway, and “the exten¬ 
sion of my ministry by engage¬ 
ments in other churches in 
Kentucky — something which 
time has not permitted in the 
past." 

The Council of Churches ex¬ 
ecutive board fired Dr. Magru¬ 
der effective October 1, with 
salary through December 31, 
because of a long-standing con¬ 


troversy over his leadership 
and his espousal of conserva¬ 
tive causes such as the Birch 
society. His comment in 1960 
that the Marxist virus had pen¬ 
etrated thinking of the clergy 
first roused the council’s ire. 

Dr. Magruder said today that 
the Birch society “states frank¬ 
ly where it stands and has 
more room for freedom of con¬ 
science and individual rights 
than the . . . council -. . . dis¬ 
played when it advertised to 
the world that it is willing 
to permit expression only for 
the liberal point of view.”

reports that “Robert Welch, '

' It is valuable to have the basic 
premises of the Birch Society’s 
founder recalled now.

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Jolin Birch Society Grieved 

The tragic event of President' Kennedy's as 
j assmation has brought many inquiries concern , 
ing the public response of The John Birch So¬ 
ciety. It may be of interest to your readers to 
know that Mr. Robert Welch expressed to Mrs. 
John F. Kennedy, on behalf of the society, "Our 
deepest sorrow at so untimely a loss to our na¬ 
tion of its youngest elected President, and our 
sincere and heartfelt sympathy in your over¬ 
whelming personal loss."

Contributions Asked 

The pamphlet also outlined 
plans to form at least 50 chap¬ 
ters of 20 members each in 
325 congressional districts. 

It announced the start of 
a $12 million membership 
drive to establish the chapters, 
and Welch appealed for con¬ 
tributions of anywhere from 
$10 to $50,000. 

Welch said he wrote off 25 
per cent of the districts as 
being areas where “the left- 
wing political strength is so 
preponderant that it will be 
wiser to put our more serious 
effort elsewhere." 

\y He told an audience at Am¬ 
herst College the other night 
that membership nationally 
stood between 60,000 and 100,- 
000 and that the society now 
has 800 "section . Jeidcrs” 
around the country 

The pamphlet said Its con¬ 
tents, announcing the member¬ 
ship drive, “ought to dispel 
now for all time the falsehood, 
so carefully nurtured by the 
liberal press, that the John 
Birch Society is a secret or 
‘semisecret’ organization.” 

Up To The Individual 

However, John H. Rousselot, 
national public relations direc¬ 
tor of the society, said society 
policy still is "to leave it to 
the individual to name him¬ 
self (as a Birch member) if 
he so desires.”

best-known of American far-right groups 
has been making surprising hay out 
ot an event that might have been ex¬ 
pected to demoralize it: Barry Gold- 
water’s smashing defeat last November. 
The society adopted the slogan the day 
after the election. 

Ita reasoning: Conservatives who had 
counted on Sen. Goldwater to save the. 
United States from communism might 
now be disgusted enough with orthodox 
politics to enter a group that believes 
the U. S. already is 70 per cent Com¬ 
munist-dominated, that fears a total Bed 
takeover by 1975, and that resorts to 
what Its foes consider extremist tactics 
to reverse the trend. 

Almost immediately, this appeal pulled 
in Robert Bartholomew, 39-year-old own¬ 
er of a small factory hero in Media. 
“Barry Goldwater gave us a voice for 
a while, but with his defeat that's gone," 
says Mr. Bartholomew. "To help stop 
the spread of communism in the U.S., 
the only course left open to me was to 
join the John Birch Society.'' 

And the appeal has since won enough 
other recruits to put new steam into 
the- society's efforts to impeach Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, to pull the V. S. 
out of the United Nations—and, accord¬ 
ing to opponents, into attempts to in¬ 
filtrate local police departments and 
Par oni-TVurihe r Associations and swin g 
them around to right-wing goals. 
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y &o oec oi tment Explosio n’ 

Though society membership figures 
are secret, Robert D. Love, a member 
of the 25-man Birch advisory council, 
has told audiences the group now num¬ 
bers about 100,000. Birchen say that's 
double its Strength a year ago. They 
add that the real "recruitment explo¬ 
sion" has come since the election. 

Robert Welch, the society's white- 
haired founder and leader, saya that 
at the February recruiting pace the 
society will add more members in 1965 
than it had in total st tile beginning 
of 1964. The society’s eventual goal is 
a million members. 

People who denounce just about every¬ 
thing else the society has ever said 
see no reason to quarrel with these 
claims. "People who were disappointed 
in the Goldwater defeat were ripe ma¬ 
terial," says Alan F. Westin, Columbia 
University professor of law and govern¬ 
ment. “All the Birch Society had to 
do was to go out and sign them up." 

The Anti-Defamation I.cogue of B'nat 
B’rlth credits the society with about 
75,000 members. Like other Birch critics, 
at isn’t disposed to underrate this total; 
the League compares it to the strength 
bf the American Communist Party at 
fts 1944 peak. According to the FBI 
we Reds then had 80,000 members, with 
10 sympathizers for each card-carrier. 

"The John Birch Society is the kind 
of dedicated extremist group on the 
right that the Communist Party once 
was one the left," says Arnold Forster, 
a League official. 

Welch'd Report 

Welch—who works 18 hours a day, 
takes no salary, often sleeps in his 
Belmont, Mass., office though ho lives 
10 minutes away, and greets Interview¬ 
ers In bedroom slippers—draws the same 
comparison. He figures that, like the 
Communists, each Blrcher influences 10 
non-member sympathizers. 

The society also has more money to 
spend these days on such activities as 
n rinliiip “I mpeach Earl Warren” bill¬ 


boards and publishing a John Birch 
map of the world. On this, nations are 
colored varying shades of red or pink 
to denote the degree of Communist con¬ 
trol Iceland ami Algeria on this map 
are almost as red as the Soviet Union; 
the U. S, is a medium pink, and even 
such lands as Spain and Soutli Africa 
are light pink. The only area colored 
white, to signify complete freedom from 
communism, is Western Samoa in the 
Pacific. 

w'Welch says Blrcli revenues doubled, 
to $3.2 million, In 1964, and figures 
they will double gain in 1365; Revenues 
come about a third from monthly dues 
of $2 for male members and $1 for 
women;;* third from sale of publications 
through 295 “American Qplnlon” book¬ 
stores, some of which ore mobile units; 
and a .third from contributions and paid 
speaking engagements of officials. 

Birch foes are discomfited because 
they discerr; a trend in society as a 
whole to regard Birchers as politically 
respectable, if a bit peculiar. 

Some Negro Members 

Many blame Sen. Goldwater for refus¬ 
ing to disavow the society’s aupport 
(though Mr. Goldwater has denounced 
Mr. Welch personally). "Goldwater’s re¬ 
fusal to repudiate the John Birch Society 
gave tile society a kind of respectability 
and acceptability," says an Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League official. 

The society Itself appears to have 
brightened its reputation somewhat by 
various actions. It. recently awarded, to 
a Negro girl studying nursing, the first 
of what it says will be a series of 
scholarships for Negro college students. 

Birchers opposed last year’s civil 
rights act as a Federal infringement 


on individual liberty, but a high official 
says the society believes that "equalitw 
for Negroes is morally right and prop-l 
er.” The society has a few Negro mem-l 
hers—including Dolorn Brooks, a 35-' 
year-old medical technologist in New 
Rochelle, N. Y.. who says Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr., has “sold the Negroes 
down tile river." 

In 50 Slates 

Welch forbids Birchers to join the 
Minutemen, a group of armed rightists 
who train for guerrilla warfare. If any 
Minutemen are found in Birch ranks 
they are expelled, he says. 

Also expelled, he adds, are anti- 
Semites who sometimes try to Infiltrate 
the society. Birchers welcome Jewish 
as well as Negro members, and a 22-year, 
old former rabbinical student who had 
joined the society In New York Cityi 
says he has never met an anti-Semitic! 
Birclier. J 

For whatever reason, suspicion of the 
society does seem to be waning. A young 
Pennsylvania businessman, who held off 
from joining for two years although 
Ills wife was a member, has recently 
joined because "it’s respectable now.” 

None of this, however, means the 
society has modified its explosively con¬ 
troversial views. Welch, in an interview, 
specifically repeats his celebrated and 
much-denounced contentions that former 
President Eisenhower is “e dedicated 
and conscious agent of the Communist 
conspiracy," and that the "U. N. was 
created by Communists, the U. N. has 
constantly furthered the objectives of 
communism.”

The news story on the John Birch Society 
by Robert Dpllos of The Wall Street Journal 
(Courier-Journal, April 11) poses one of those 
infuriating riddles: Why should U.S. citizens 
enjoying great economic and social privilege 
seek to establish in this country a political 
organization so painfully reminiscent of German 
Nazism? Is there some moustrous trait peculiar 
to the human organism that impels it to seek 
destruction of the. species? 

The paranoid symptoms of the Birch-Nazi 
model are classical: delusions of persecution 
and grandeur coupled with a preference for 
Thanatos oyer Eros. The organizational structure 
and operational methods and practices of Birch- 
ism -are almost identical with those of pre-war 
Hitlerism. Even the jargon is the same: In the 
lexicon of the Birch Society "Communist” means, 
as it did in Germany, not "Marxist," “Leninist," 
or "doctrinaire Socialist,” but "heretic, devil, 
fiend, blasphemer, witch.” 

What causes successful lawyers, doctors and 
businessmen possessing historically unparalleled 
political freedom and social and economic ad¬ 
vantages to take as their model for political 
action the most vicious, repressive, and thor¬ 
oughly discredited national organization the 
world has ever known? This is truly one for 
the specialists in abnormal psychology.

D. E. Stqyall w ho makes $190 a week 
driving, a iViicif, is the proud owner 
of a sports car, a home in the suburbs, 
and a membership card in the John 
Birch Society here. 

Stovall, 36, of 6003 Rocky Mountain 
Drive, is a member of the "CFGO Chap¬ 
ter." He doesn't know what the designa¬ 
tion means, and he doesn’t particularly 
care. He joined last fall, just about elec¬ 
tion time. 

"I guess the biggest tiling that dis¬ 
turbs me is treason itself," said Stovall, 
chatting about his membership over a 
cup of coffee here this week. 

Stovall is one of a new wave of 
Louisvillians who came into the Birch 
Society just about the time the Gold- 
water bandwagon broke down. 

Stovall is somewhat distinctive among 
Birch members here. Most local Birchers 
who get their names in the paper have 
east-end addresses, and better than aver¬ 
age education. 

Has Read Marx And Lenin 

He lives in the Okolona area and 
never finished high school, though he 
does have an equivalency certificate. 
A member of Teamsters Local 89, he 
makes his living strictly with his hands. 

Buthgjs convinced that conservatism 
—jslrcn 'conservatism—represents tha» 


sound alternative to the Communist con¬ 
spiracy that he fears. 

Stovall drives the long hauls to Chics- 
go, Columbus and the like. He has plenty 
of time to read. He has read Marx 
and l.enin, along with basic conserva¬ 
tive documents like "None Dare Call 
it Treason." 

"When I was very small—1 was born 
and raised in Mississippi—my uncle was 
a farmer and small businessman and 
we used to sit in the house in front 
of the fireplace and talk about world 
affairs," Stovall recalled. 

"He told me then he felt the real 
threat was communism. 

"Soon as I got old enough to under¬ 
stand some of the terms of Marx, I 
read Marx and found out that the so- 
called peace and democracy has never 
been achieved. 

"Then 1 read Lenin. He want much 
further than Marx and told how they 
were going to take the world. I was 
reading that and comparing it with what 
was happening, and it was happening 
like that," Stovall declared. 

Thinks Reds Lead Righters

But he feels “probably one of the 
best friends minorities have in this coun¬ 
try are people like the John Birch- 
Society.” If there were a Communist 
takeover, he says, “probably the civil- 
rights leaders would be the first ones' 
lined up against the fence and shot.” 

For a man who has had to eat corn- 
bread three times a day to survive, 
Stovall now is enjoying unexampled per¬ 
sonal prosperity. He relishes the good 
life, but he’s not sure it can last. “You’ve 
got ito think of this $324 billion national 
debt we’ve got." he says, “these people 
that hold the claim to that $324 billion 
have got to collect," 

When it does come, there is bound 
to be a collapse, he feels. “Either that 
or the government’s got to take every¬ 
thing over. 

"I guess the end is pretty near then ,”

We could use our naval power and air 
power for a blockade of Viet Nam that would end the war quickly and save the lives of 
untold thousands of American boys. We are not permitted to do so by these left-wing 
appeasers. 

If Red China attacked us, we could use our air power to demolish their nuclear 
plants and most of their munitions industry within 72 hours.

Fleet, as they have for many years, to keep this great Chinese army on Formosa from 
attacking Rea China. 

So our first step toward victory over Communism, to save our lives and freedom, 
is to purge the U. S. State Department of the friends of Alger Hiss and other Com¬ 
munist agents, who have done their work well there all these years—for the enemy. If 
the President is unwilling to order an investigation and purge of subversive forces in 
the State Department, then we do not need another “State of the Union” address but 
one on THE STATE OF OUR PRESIDENT: 

American public opinion is turning against these appeasers. The Congressional 
elections this year can go overwhelmingly against the appeasers in Congress. The 
President is a good politician and knows which way the wind hlows. It would be wise 
for him to act decisively now to end the game of the left-wing appeasers and thus 
save American lives and freedom.

THE GOD OF OUR FATHERS by Dr. N. Burnett Magruder 
''Blessed be the Lord God of our Fathers." (Ezra 7:27) 

Most of us have grown up in a time when we take the "God of our Fathers" for 
granted. Oir people have a tendency to forget the God Who, as Thomas Jefferson said, 
"gave us life and gave us liberty." Now we have come into a time when we can no longer 
take God for granted because powerful forces are working to separate America from its 
ancient faith. 

The Pilgrim Fathers of our nation believed that America was born in a covenant 
relationship between God and the people. The government which the Fathers established 
was ordained to protect those God-given-rights which they had come to these shores to 
preserve and protect. This sentiment is beautifully expressed in the hymn, America: 
''Land where our Fathers died. . .Land of the Pilgrims' pride. . .From every mountain¬ 
side. .. Let freedom ring. " 

It js for this reason that we are witnessing a mighty assault on the foundation 
stone on which American history is built. This anti-God assault has taken two forms: 

(1) A force of militant atheism, and (2) The formation of a new god, which is nothing 
more than an idol. 

The force of militant atheism is backed by the world power of the Communist con¬ 
spiracy. The evil genius who developed this thought which underpins the tyranny of 
international Communism was Karl Marx, and much of the materialism of our day goes 
back to the poisonous spring of his mind. 

Karl Marx believed and taught that a God-directed society must be destroyed in 
order to establish a social order ruled by the Communist Party. For this reason, he 
regarded religion as "the opiate of the people" and said that law, morality and religion 
are prejudices which must be destroyed in order to free the workers of Capitalist 
slavery. It is no accident, therefore, that the Communists make use of any movement 
which weakens the power of God in the human soul. It is also true that all those influ¬ 
ences in our country which promote a Godless society and a Godless faith are preparing 


the ground for Communism, v^rether they know it or not. " 

Another form of attack and assault on the Christian faith is more subtle and, in 


some ways, more dangerous. This attack is coming from the realm of religion itself, 
and is spearheaded by a dogtrine which, in recent days, has been called "The God is 
Dead Movement." 

The basic ideas of the men who hold these views is that the God of our Fathers, 

Who had direct control of human history, is really a myth, and does not actually exist. 

In other words, the God of the Bible, or the God of our Fathers, can no longer be de¬ 
pended upon as an object of faith. 

These theologians are thus gutting the very heart of the Christian faith and re¬ 
moving the foundation stone on which the American Republic rests. They are willing 
to build a religion around the person of Jesus of Nazareth, but it is not in the true sense 
the Jesus Christ of the Bible because the Jesus of Whom they speak is merely a man, 
and in no way at all is he uniquely God in the flesh. What we have here then is the mis¬ 
use of the Name of Christ to cover an ancient heresy called humanism or the deification 
of man . 

It is ideas such as these that can utterly destroy the moral and spiritual hope of the 
American people. Wherever such ideas take hold in the human mind, the inevitable re¬ 
sult is anarchy, immorality and disorder. The reason why these evil results flow from 
such a Godless view is that it removes all restraint from human nature to respect the 
Sovereignty of Christ as a governing factor in human affairs. William Penn expressed 
it well when he said, "Men will either be governed by Almighty God, or they will 
shortly be ruled by tyrants." 

This is really the choice which faces the American people. If we permit this two¬ 
pronged assault on faith and the God of our Fathers to continue, we can be absolutely 
certain that we will face a time of world anarchy and dark misery which is precisely 
what Daniel Webster predicted if, at any time, the American Constitution were destroyed.

THE ATTACK ON LAW AND ORDER IN AMERICA 


by Dr, N. Burnett Magruder 

"It is time for thee. Lord, to work; for they have made void thy law," (Psalm 119:126) 

A sure sign of social breakdown is the spread of lawlessness and anarchy in the life 
of a nation. Sometime ago, retired Supreme Court Justice Charles E. Whittaker, in a 
speech before the Tennessee Bar Association at Nashville, called attention to a: 

"rapid spread of lawlessness in our land that seems to be thoroughly planned, 
and also to be designed to destroy, and that seriously threatens to destroy, law, 
order, and all vestiges of decency in our land. " 

The evidences of this lawlessness are the riots which have developed in cities such as 

Chicago, New York, Los Angeles, Rochester and Philadelphia. 

How has such a condition come to pass in a nation where respect for law has been a 
fundamental principle throughout its history? Senator Robert C. Byrd of West Virginia, 
in a speech to the United States Senate, pointed to: 

"The leadership of certain clergymen who have stated a belief that it is appro¬ 
priate, and even desirable, to disobey what they arbitrarily consider to be 'bad 
laws, and to obey only those laws which they label again 'good laws'.... It is 
shocking that some church leaders have endorsed such a program." 

It is indeed shocking that the sponsorship of civil disobedience should come from men 
of positions of Christian responsibility because the Christian faith has historically been 
the backbone and foundation for civil law in western civilization. 

This growing disrespect for law has expressed itself in constant propaganda and agita¬ 
tion against law enforcement officials. One phase of this attack has been the wide circu¬ 
lation of charges of "police brutality." The F. B. I. investigated 1700 complaints of 
police brutality between 1964 and 1965 and of this number, 46 cases were presented to 
Federal Grand Juries. Only 5 cases led to conviction in Federal Courts. 

The fact is, there is a growing wave of brutality againBt the police themselves. For 
example, in the year 1964 fifty-seven police officers were murdered and 7700 were injurec 
In the last four years, 197 police have been murdered and those injured in assaults repre- 


sented one out of every twenty-four policemen. In Los Angelas, Mayor Samuel W. 

Yorty said that charges of police brutality in the Los Angeles riots were part of a "big 

lie" technique shouted by Communists, dupes and demagogues. He further said: 

"For some time, there has been a world-wide subversion campaign to stigma¬ 
tize police as brutal." 

A rather shocking admission of the nature of this propaganda against the police was given 
by Floyd B. McKissick, the new National Director of CORE, when he was asked about the 
declining financial support for the more radical groups such as CORE. He said: 

"We are changing the pitch from beatings and brutality to a different appeal. 

We felt the general public was tired of the brutality story." 

In other words, the constant cry of police brutality was simply part of a campaign to 
arouse and deceive the public and now that it no longer gets any results, the appeal is 
being shifted to a new area. 

What many Americans need to realize is this: The first line of defense against any 
kind of Communist infiltration are the law enforcement officers . In every country which 
is ruled today by the Communist Party, the public's confidence in the police has been 
systematically undermined before the take-over. 

A Cuban exile who came to America reported on a document which he had seen in 
Havana which was the blueprint of the steps which were followed in the Castro Revolution. 
One of the most important steps was the development of a belief in police brutality. Stu¬ 
dents were employed in harassment tactics which brought them into direct conflict with 
the law. Each incident or injury was followed by a cry of police brutality. When, however, 
the police were given orders not to use force, the students took advantage of the situation 
to provoke further disorder and violence. In either case, the police were discredited. . . . 
and since in the minds of the people, the police represented the law, the disrespect for 
law eventually meant the destruction of government itself. By this blueprint, the Cuban 
people were delivered into Castro and slavery and terror. 

As J. Edgar Hoover has stated in his directive to law enforcement officers of March 
1, 1960: 

"Lethargy leads only to disaster. The defense of cherished freedom, secured 
and handed down to us by our Forefathers, is the responsibility of each American." 

Christian freedom and liberty under law is a part of our Christian Heritage, and never 
before has it been under attack as it is now.

Civil Rights has erupted as a 
volatile issue on the local scene. 

The progression of events lead¬ 
ing to the current crisis situation 
is generally as 
follows. First, 
as background 
to the current 
state of affairs, 
Louisville and 
Jefferson 
County have 
achieved a na¬ 
tional reputa¬ 
tion for con¬ 
structive prog- 
SchrMf ress a nd coop'- 
eration in race relations—especi¬ 
ally during the tenure of former 
mayor and now Third District 
Congressman William O. Cowger. 
This fine record includes enact¬ 
ment of the local open occupancy 
ordinance as well as the appoint¬ 
ment of many Negroes to patron¬ 
age positions in City and County 
government. Secondly, certain 
radical elements—including the 
Rev. A. D. Williams King, Dr. Ray 
BlitRJr bf uL, and some of the lo¬ 
cal "poverty” people—began cry¬ 
ing for a strict open housing ordi¬ 
nance with criminal enforcement 
provisions shortly after Mayor 
Schmied took office a year ago. 

(Open housing is undoubtedly 
one of the most blatant infringe¬ 
ments of individual liberty ever 
devised to be imposed on the 


American people. It is in. effect, 
"property imprisonment,” and it 
forces one to sell or rent his real 
estate to anyone, regardless of the 
wishes of the land owner. Failure 
to sell or rent to anyone would 
result in a criminal violation of 
the law and a jail sentence.) 

Thirdly, the whole issue has 
become involved in partisan poli¬ 
tics. Local Democrats, (who are 
in a state of utter disarray follow¬ 
ing two successive election disas¬ 
ters), have seized upon Civil 
Rights in general and open hous¬ 
ing in particular as potentially 
fruitful political issues. Mean¬ 
while, the local GOP Administra¬ 
tion is enthusiastically defending 
its splendid record in human rela¬ 
tions. 

Fourthly, the radical Negroes 
and their white sympathizers have 
threatened the community with 
demonstrations — complete with 
out of state agitators—unless all 
of their unreasonable demands 
are met by Mayor Schmied. 

Fifthly, Dr. Ray Bixler of the 
renowned UL Psychology Depart¬ 
ment is now going around town 
making speeches to Womens’ 
Clubs clamoring for immediate 
adoption of open housing legisla¬ 
tion. 

The entire situation has now 
risen to crisis proportions as a re¬ 
sult of sensational exploitation by 
the Courier-Journal and abundant 
lor n) TV an d radio coverage. 

In the interest of sustained 
progress in local human relations, 
let us hope that the radicals are 
thwarted and that (1) the open 
housing ordinance is defeated by 
the Board of Aldermen, (2) local 
Democrats find a legitimate issue 
rather than manufacturing the 
false cry of “Civil Rights," (3) we 
are spared the revolting spectacle 
of racial demonstrations, (4) Dr. 
Bixler returns to teaching his stu¬ 
dents about the inspiring world of 
psychology and Rev. King returns 
to preaching about the wonders of 
heaven, and (5) the Administra¬ 
tion of Mayor Schmied continues 
i ts level-h eaded and senst b k , 
pr 1 flricn to human relations.

"The Southern Patriot," a monthly publication, 
shows that it is published by the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Itic, (SCEF). 

"The Southern Patriot" was cited as an "organ" 
of the Southern Conference for Human Welfare (SCHW) by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 

June 12, 1947 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHW dated 
April 26, 1946, changed the name of that organization to 
the SCEF, and listed its purpose as being to improve the 
educational and cultural standards of the Southern people 
in accordance with the highest American democratic insti¬ 
tutions, traditions, and ideals. 

The SCEF is self-described as having deep roots 
in the South where it began as the educational wing of the 
SCHW, organized in 1938 to work for economic and political 
reform. When the SCH’a' disbanded in the late 1940's, SCEF 
continued as an independent organization, rallying support 
for integration and democracy and helping to stimulate 
and nurture net? movements of the early 1960's. The SCEF 
maintained headquarters in Louisiana for twenty years, but 
in 1966 moved its headquarters to Louisville, Kentucky. 

_.A source advised on March 2, 1961, that I

Thank you Mr. Nienaber. Good evening, gentlemen. It is indeed a pleasure 
to have the honor and the opportunity to speak to you tonight. 

I should like to outline for you some of the questions about the John Birch 
Society which are probably on your minds, and which I propose to answer dur¬ 
ing the course of the evening? 

First, who was John Birch? 

Who are some of the members of the Council of the JBS? 

What are the general objectives of the JBS, and what are some 
typical assignments for the members? 

What did Robert Welch REALLY say about Eisenhower, Dulles, and 
the rest, and what connection does this have with the John Birch 
Society? 

Is it true, as charged, that the JBS is totalitarian or Fascistic, 
or that it thrives on secrecy, - and, - are its members crackpots? 

And last, why the uproar? 

I am sorry that you will not hear OFFICIALLY from the Society relative 
to all of the foregoing questions. Where possible, I will quote from publica¬ 
tions of the Society written by Mr. Welch, personally. The rest of the time 
I will be speaking as an individual, and giving you my own beliefs. It is 
a fair presumption, however, that my views generally coincide with those of 
the Society. 

Who was John Birch ? 

Well, he was a Christian Missionary who was in China at the start of World 
War II. He volunteered with Chennault's forces and organized the intelligence 
service. He rose to the rank of Captain in the Army - (not the Navy , as "Time 
Magazine" stated in their attempted smear of Welch and the Society). 

He was murdered by the Chinese Communists 10 days after V-J Day in 1945 and 
thus perhaps became the first American casualty in Communism's war against us. 

I would now like to quote Robert Welch on John Birch. 

"You have probably never heard of John Birch. ThiB is Bimply because the 
Communists in Washington planned it that way. It took five years of persistent 
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and determined effort on the part of his parents, aided by Senator Knowland 
and many other good patriots, to pierce the blanket of oblivion which has 
been so brazenly thrown over his life and death by Communist sympathizers 
in our government. As the Saturday Evening Post pointed out, in a long 
editorial on January 22, 1955, based on The Life of John Birch by this 
writers 'Amazingly, there were in Washington responsible officials who were 
willing to suppress news of the murder of an American officer, apparently 
to prevent the American people from rising in their wrath and vetoing further 
appeasement of communism.* 

"John Birch was killed by typical Communist tactics, as a part of typical 
Communist strategy, in a typical Communist-style war - - a continuous unde¬ 
clared war in which our enemies observe no rules of international law, of 
civilization, or of human decency. He commanded no armies, headed no govern¬ 
ment, converted no nations to his creed. His impact would have been of 
transient memory and comparatively small importance, had not that impact 
occurred at a time and in a way to supply particulars from which momentouB 
generalizations can properly be projected. With his death and in his death 
the battle lines were drawn , in a struggle from which either Communism or 
Christian - style civilization must emerge with one completely triumphant and 
the other completely destroyed . 

"Partly for these reasons, but even more because John Birch-in all of his 

short but outstanding career - so typified the best of America, we have 

named our organization in his memory. If we rediscover some of our sounder 
spiritual values in the example of his life, recharge our determination from 
the spark of his courage, and learn essential truths about our enemy from the 
lesson of his murder, then his death at twenty-six ceases to be a tragedy. 

For in a full lifetime he could not have accomplished more." Ehd quote 
Mr. Welch - 

I should like to read you the names of a few members of the Council of the 
John Birch Society. 

Hon. T. Coleman Andrews, Former Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
of the United States. Now Chairman of the Board of two large (and 
affiliated) insurance companies. 

Hon. Spruille Braden, Former Ambassador to several countries, former 
Assistant Secretary of State. A top authority on Latin American affairs. 

Dean Clarence Manion, former Dean of Notre Dame Law School, in 1953 was 
appointed, by President Eisenhower, chairman of a Special Commission on 
Intergovernmental Relations. He later resigned rather than stop crusading 
for the Bricker Amendment. Founded the Manion Forum, which now reaches 
a radio audience of many millions every week. 

There are many other distinguished Americans on the Council. 
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Several prominent Greater Cincinnatians are members? 

Mr. W, L. McGrath - Pres. of Williamson Company 

Mr. Harold Comey of Comey & Shepherd Real Estate 

and Mr. Wra. B, Hardy - Prominent Insurance Executive 

What are the objectives of the Society? I would like to quote Mr. Welch - 

"The John Birch Society is a group of Americans who have voluntarily joined 
together s 

(1) To combat more effectively the evil forces which now threaten our 
country, our lives, and our civilization. 

(2) To prevail upon our fellow citizens to start pulling out of the 
deepening morass of collectivism, and then climb up the mountain 
to higher levels of individual freedom and responsibility than man 
has ever achieved before. 

(3) To restore, with brighter lustre and deeper conviction, the faith- 
inspired morality, the spiritual sense of values, and the ennobling 
aspirations, on which our western civilization has been built. The 
long-range objective of the Society has been summarized as less 
government, more responsibility, and a better world . 

I would like to read you what one distinguished American has to say about 
the John Birch Society: 

To a Mr, Crawford in Los Angeles. 

April 28, I960 

"Dear Mr. Crawford: 

Replying to your recent letter, I beg to advise you that^ 1 do not, know of 
any more dedicated anti-communist in the country than Robert Welch. 

I unhesitatingly recommend him to you and endorse his John Birch Society. 

Under separate cover I am sending you some literature that may be of interest 
to you.

Read at least one book from the approved list. Subscribe to the Society's 

Magazine, "American Opinion". - - Assignment No. 6 for December i 960 

written by Mr. Welch reads as follows s "A four-cent stamp has recently been 
issued in honor of Senator Robert A. Taft, bearing his picture and name. One 
of our good members has suggested, and we agree, that it offers us an excellent 
opportunity to impress on Washington just how much respect for Taft and his 
principles is still vigorously alive in this country. Use this stamp on your 
mail, ask for it at your local postoffice, request that they stock it and keep 
on insisting if necessary, and do everything you can to make it one of the 
most widely used issues in many years. The world in which we are living today 
is one in which power is built up out of prestige, pressures, and persistence. 

And it is well worth the cumulative effort to all of us, to show the 'liberals' 
how powerful still remain the memory and ideals of Robert A. Taft." - end 
quote from Robert Welch, founder of the John Birch Society. 

Other assignments include writing letters opposing the repeal of the Connolly 
Ammendment, supporting the House unAmerican Activities Committee, and promoting 
the impeachment of Earl Warren. 

With respect to the impeachment of Earl Warren, 1 have not personally done 
anything as yet. I am waiting to see what success Congress has in passing 
legislation designed to undo the damage done by many recent Supreme Court 
decisions. Mr. Welch feels, I am sure, that it is unlikely the Congress will 
do anything, and in view of the massive evidence on hand, Mr. Welch promotes 
Warren's impeachment on the ground that he has violated his oath of office 
(to uphold the Constitution), and 1 personally believe that a very good case 
can be made that Warren has not upheld the Constitution, and that he has actually 
rewritten it in some instances. 

So much for typical assignments to the members, and now on to perhaps the most 

important question of the evening; --What did Robert Welch really say about 

Eisenhower and Dulles and the rest, and what connection does this have with the 
John Birch Society? 

As to what Welch actually said, I truly don't know. I have not been favoured 
with a copy of the document, and I have seen so many variations in print, that 
I have no idea what was really said. I should like, however, to make a state¬ 
ment myself about former President Eisenhower; I believe that it can be deduced 
from the events favourable to the Communists which occurred during Mr. Eisenhower's 
regime, that the best thing that can be said about Mr. Eisenhower, is that he did 
not know what he was doing, - and that the worst that can be said about him is 
that he did. 

Personally, I believe that Eisenhower was such a fine man, that he just couldn't 
bring himself to a clear understanding of the evil menace to our way of life, 
as represented In the Communist Conspiratorial apparatus. After all, we all 
do judge others by ourselves a bit, you know. 
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Just what connection can be made with what Welch said, no matter what it was, 
and the John Birch Society? I believe it is important to examine the double 
standard set for us by the leftwing liberals in this country, on the general 
subject of Guilt By Association. This, you will remember was the rallying 
cry of the left against Senator Joseph McCarthy. It is also the basis of 
refutation used by the left whenever anyone brings up the letter written by 
Victor and Walter Reuther when they visited Russia some years ago. I should 
like to read excerpts from that letter, admittedly out of context, and admittedly 
the most damning portions of it. However, please remember that Welch's comments 
in question, were made several years before he founded our organization. 

From Reuther's Letter

" - - Wal and I were always strong for the Soviet Union. You know we were 

always ready to defend it against the lies of the reactionaries. - - - We 
are more than just sympathetic toward our Country - we are ready to fight for 
it and its ideals. And why not? Here the workers, through their militant 
leadership, the proletarian dictatorship have not sold out to the owning 

class - We are witnessing and experiencing great things in the Union 

of Soviet Socialistic Republics. We are watching daily socialism being taken 
down from the books on the shelves and put into actual application. Who 
would not be inspired by such events? 

Carry on the fight for a Soviet America?

Please note the obvious parallel. 

Obviously, it would be absurd for me or for anyone to associate that letter 
with the entire United Auto Workers Union! I would say that their leader 
might bear some close watching, and if you wish to watch Mr. Welch closely 
on the same basis, I'm certain that it will be all right with me, and I think 
Mr. Welch would be delighted, especially if you happened to join the organi¬ 
zation so that you could get a closer look . . . 

It does bother me, however, that the left screams "Guilt By Association" 
against McCarthy, and turns around and uses the tactic against the right. 

I should think it quite obvious by now that JBS is not totalitarian. I have 
stated publicly that I am not supporting the Earl Warren project at this time, 
and it is an undeniable fact that anyone can resign from the organization at 
any time . I should like to quote from a letter to the Editor of the Los Angeles 
Times, written by Mr. Welch. "In (the book) the 'Life of John Birch* we make 
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it crystal clear that our most basic quarrel with the Communists is over 
their belief that foul means are .justified by what they consider desirable 
ends . Our members are told repeatedly never to do anything for the Society 
that goes against their individual consciences." 

As a member, I can positively state that Mr. Welch stresses the importance 
of separating the means from the ends in any analysis of an issue, and that 
he insists upon legal and moral means to any end, and that I have read many 
times where he cautions us not to join in any project which might be offensive 
to our individual consciences. 

The charge of Fascism is equally fantastic. Fascism requires a centraliza¬ 
tion of government, even beyond what we have today, - it implies regimentation 
of industry, commerce and finance, rigid censorship, and the forcible suppres¬ 
sion of the opposition. 

How is it possible to say that the Society is Fascistic? You have heard the 
general purpose of the organization. It appears on much of the literature 
put out by the Society; "Less Government, Mbre Responsibility, and a better 
World." Does this sound Fascistic? 

What about secrecy? All communications of the Society are widely available 
to anyone who wants them, and is willing to pay $5 per year for American 
Opinion, the magazine; or $1 or $2 monthly dues for members (depending on 
whether you are a woman or a man) provided of course that you are accepted 
as a member. The Blue Book is available for sale to anyone at $2. The 
activities of the organization are far more public than are the activities 
of many organizations of the left. 

Are we crackpots? Well, I suppose that the answer to this depends upon your 
definition of the word "crackpot", and I can say only this? I suggest you 
make up your own mind on the subject,. 

Well then, why the uproar ? To date, the Society has published nothing rela¬ 
tive to this question, so I will have to aak you to bear with me as I attempt 
to answer it myself. 

The key to the uproar is that the JBS hits hard at the dangers posed by 
Internal Communist Subversion in this country. 

It is an established fact that one of the primary projects of the CPUSA 
for this year is to attack any and all anti-Coraraunist Organizations, and the 
more effective the organization, the harder the attack. Certain left wing 
and liberal elements in the country have objectives and programs which are 
at the very least Socialistic, and thus coincide with the overall objectives 
of the Communists. 



The John Birch Society represents active and effective resistance to these 
objectives and programs which have been laid out. The John Birch gociety 
could he disastrous to the attempts now being made to subvert this country 
from within, and to cause it, in the words of Lenin hini3elf in 1923. "to 
fall like an overripe fruit into our hands. " 

I would now like to read you an example of how clever newspaper reporters, 
using distorted questioning techniques, can elicit the answers they want to 
publish even from public figures who know what is going on. Please listen 
carefully to the wording of the questions. 

"Goldwater on John Birch: Senator Goldwater, interviewed by the press in 
Los Angeles last week, was asked what he thought of the John Birch Society, 
which is now receiving some negative publicity. 

"Saying he is not a member of the organization, Goldwater replied: 'I don't 
know much about the Society. They are anti-Communist and I don't see how 
we can be against that. A lot of people in my home town (Phoenix), both 
Democrats and Republicans, have been attracted to it, and I am impressed 
by the type of people in it. They are the kind we need in politics.' 

"As reported by the Associated Press in a March 29 dispatch, newsmen asked 
Goldwater these questions: 

"Does he agree with the Society that this republic is not a fit form of 
government with which to fight communism,? 'I don't agree,' Goldwater replied. 

"Does he, like the Society, believe that former President Eisenhower was a 
tool of the Communists? '1 certainly don't.' 

"Does he agree with the Society that Chief Justice Earl Warren should be 
impeached? 'No, I don't.' 

"Does he agree with the Society's contentions that the Communists have 
influenced some decision of the Supreme Court? 'I do not.' Elaborating, 
Goldwater said: 'I will admit that some of the recent Supreme Court decisions 
seemed favorable to the Communists.' 

"Two questions asked by the newsmen contained inaccurate assumptions. The 
Society has never issued a statement that former President Eisenhower was 
a tool of the Communists. Such a remark was made by Robert Welch, the founder, 
in a confidential memo to a few of his friends one year before the Society 
was formed, but that statement hever became a part of the Society's statement 
of beliefs. 

The question asserting that the Society believes that 'this republic is not 
a fit form of government with which to fight communism' is a flagrant dis¬ 
tortion of one of the Society's slogans: 'This is not a Democracy, but a 
Republic. Let's keep it so'." 
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The foregoing was quoted from "Human Events" a weekly newsletter published 
in Washington. 

How long have you known that Castro was a communist? 

If your reading has been confined to Time Magazine and the New York Times, 
and your TV has been confined to CBS, Edward R. Murrow, Charles Collingswood, 
and the rest, - you may not be convinced, even yet, that Castro is and has been 
a Communist . If you had been reading the literature of the reactionary, so- 
called "neanderthal right", you would have known about Mr. Castro somewhat 
sooner . 

Human Events had Mr. Castro’s number, in their issue dated August 17, 1957! 
National Review Magazine ran a most revealing article about Castro, as a 
communist. in their issue of August 24, 1957. I do not have any publications 
by Mr. Welch dating back this far, but his February 1959 issue of American 
Opinion, published shortly after the founding of the John Birch Society, had 
this to says 

"Also, it is worth mentioning here that Venezuela is already the base of 
operations, propaganda and supply for the Cuban Communists; and that by the 
time their leader, Fidel Castro, is successful in establishing his rule in 
Cuba, the triangle consisting of Mexico . Cuba, and Venezuela will all be 
solidly enough Communist to form a very important part of the circle of con¬ 
tainment being forged around the United States. All of which makes the 
attitude of our government with regard to the situation in Cuba even more 
significant. For, while we are GIVING guns and ammunition tq the Communist 
Sukarno, in Indonesia, in order to enable him to put down anti-communist 
revolts, we are refusing even to allow guns and ammunition to be SOLD to 
Batista in Cuba to help him suppress the murderous and destructive Communist 
rebellion led by Fidel Castro. Our government even confiscated a million 
dollars worth of such badly needed arras which Batista had purchased. We 
are treating Batista exactly as we treated Chiang-Kai-Shek in the 1945-50 
period; and favoring the Communist Fidel Castro now exactly as we favored 
the Communist Mao-Tse-Tung then. But this time it is all getting much 
closer home." 

Please remember - Welch wrote this before Castro arrived in Havana . 

Here is what Bill Buckley, editor of "National Review Magazine", has to say 
about the New York Times: "Having run out of things to say about the John 
Birch Society, the New York Times has turned its attention to other anti-Cora- 
munist organizations, among them the Christian Anti-Communist Crusade, which 
recently completed a successful school in St. Louis. The Times reporter there 
found, 'Many St. Louisans (no names given) puzzled and vaguely troubled 1 by 
Dr. Schwarz's presentation, although the program had the backing of the 
publisher of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, leading manufacturers, merchants 
and bankers, the Mayor and Chief of Police of the city, the two U. S. Senators 
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and the Governor of Missouri. There were other aspects bothering the Times 
reporter, i.e. 'The large proportion of younger people' in attendance. 

Unable to provide damaging quotations from speakers - - who included Dr. 
Schwarz, Herbert Philbrick and Robert Morris - - the reporter turned instead 
to implication. 

"It seemed apparent, however that most of the speakers were suspicious of 
the patriotism of some members of the Kennedy administration, and of the 
United States Supreme Court, of large segments of the Protestant Clergy, of 
the United Nations and of Professors and the intellectual community in 
general." 

We anxiously await the Times expose' of another right-wing operation of which 
it has vet to say a word ? the pickets in front of the Times Building carry¬ 
ing signs which reads "All the news that fits the tint" and (with picture 
of Castro) "I got my job through the New York TimeB." (Perhaps it does pay 
to advertise.)" 

Please put this in the back of your minds. - Mr. Welch says that'no matter 
what you may read to the contrary, and no matter where it appears, Romulo 
Betancourt of Venezuela is a communist, and it is only a question of time 
before this fact will become so obvious to everyone that there will no longer 
be any need to cover it up in our newspapers. The hatchet men will have done 
their job in Venezuela, too. 

As to why I joined the John Birch Society, I have only this to says "I refuse 
to embrace a guilt complex as have so many of ray contemporaries. I am proud 
of ray ancestors, proud of ray country, and proud of the climate of opportunity 
which helped make it great! I am proud of my children - and ray intention is 
to leave them the world in a good deal better condition than it is now, even 
if only because I have lived in it. 

I believe the John Birch Society will help me in this purpose. - It so happens 
that sometime before I joined the Society, I, together with some friends, 
founded an organization called "Here We Stqnd," The statement of purpose of 
this organization follows? 


Statement of Purpose 

"Here We Stand, Inc. is a non-profit corporation established to recall to the 
citizens of the United States their traditional philosophy of Jeffersonian 
Democracy and its present day relationship to Modern Conversatism, Classical 
Liberalism and Libertarianism, all of which are held by this organization to 
have one common ground* increased reliance upon self as opposed to increased 
dependence upon government." 

Compare the John Birch statement, which I repeat? "Less government, increased 
responsibility, and a better world." I consider this not a coincidence, but 
evidence of consistency in adherence to principle among conservatives, hundreds 
of miles apart. 
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I believe that those of us who are Conservatives, should take the best from 
the past, and apply the wisdom of the ages to the problems of the future. 

I believe that those who will not learn from history, will be condemned 
to repeat the mistakes of history. 

I believe that the danger from internal subversion is extreme and current in 
the U. S„ A. 

As the communists have always used natives to fight their local actions in 
China, Laos, Indonesia, Cuba, The Congo, so have they used the respectability 
inherent in native citizens of this country to mask those who become Communist 
dupes, and fellow-travelers. These unknowing traitors have been used to fight 
the ideological battles of Communism, - preliminary to the actual t aking over 
of these countries. I maintain that they are winning this preliminary battle 
now, and in this country. 

I believe that the Communists use to their own ends, the idealism of impractical 
youth and the humantarian attitudes generally likely to be evident in the 
citizenry of the more fortunate nations. 

I believe that there is a crying need in this country for a sharp return to 
the basic principles which provided the cornerstones of our original founda¬ 
tion, and that there is a need for an alarmed and awakened leadership, capable 
of rising to meet the onslaught from the left. 

I oppose the current conscious effort by the Left to change the institutions, 
traditions, and the way of living in this country, so that it will be more 
easily blended with that of the Soviets. The left supposes that the horrors 
of all-out nuclear conflict are so terrible as to make full scale war "un¬ 
thinkable 11 . 


This ancient shibboleth has been cast about upon the occasion of man's invention 
of the crossbow; or gunpowder; or the submarine; or the airplane; or poison 
gas. All of these weapons were, in their time, thought to be so horrible that 
some at least, cried that war had become "unthinkable". 

I do not intend to get hooked. Those amongst us who are appeasement-minded 
had best remember Munich, Chamberlain, and "Peace in our time". 

Compare the situation on appeasement and the resultant sweeping encroachment 
of communism today with the followings You strain your thumb starting the 
power mower, and until it has healed, you are panfully reminded of how more 
often you must use your thumb than you had ever realized before. 

It is human nature not fully to appreciate an illneBS, or a loss of something 
precious until after it is gone . 
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So it is with freedom. As for me, give me liberty for my children and their 
children - Yes, freedom for generations yet unborn! Even the freedom to make 
mistakes, if you will - so long as no one else gets hurt. Freedom to make 
these self-inflicted mistakes so that we can grow in character and stature, 
and profit from our mistakes. Give me and ray children and their children, 
our freedom - or give me death! 

The onslaught from the left against the John Birch Society has commenced. 

The evidence is clear from the outraged, factless diatribes which are 
appearing almost everywhere. The left-wing liberals, compulsive collectivists 
that they are, see in the John Birch Society a potential threat to their 
present control of the destiny of the nation and the world. It is the free¬ 
dom of expression by the right to which the left objects* the freedom of the 
right to point out the totalitarian inconsistencies, the sloganized unreasoned, 
unprincipled, pragmatism as preached by the Communist dupes, sympathizers and 
fellow-travelers. 

Their hysterical cries of anguish indicate that for them the battle has been 
fully Joined, and by, we hope, a worthy adversary. Listen to the piercing 
screams now rending the intellectual vacuum of the left. A vacuum created, 
incidentally, by the leftist educationists themselves, - with their tools 
of progressive togetherness, their mechanical averaging of all students to 
the level of the lowest common denominator, (it was not common men who made 
America great) - with their classes in how to get along with people, group 
adjustment, and other collectivist and nihilistic phantasmagoria. 

The John Birch Society stands proudly on the principle that all men are not 
created equal, except before GOD and before the LAW ! 

We are individualists and proud to so state. We stand ready to provide the 
leadership under God, which we believe is so sadly lacking in this country, 
or for that matter, in the world today. 

We intend to lead by attraction - and by example to all those who will 

follow voluntarily . We will never lead by coercion and enforced dictation, 
as we consider these to be the methods of our adversaries towards their 
socialistic ends. - - 

We hope to attract intelligent, reasoning citizens to our cause.

That settled 
the matter for him, and Carl, too.

In 1947 he met his second wife, Anne, 
who was born in Louisville and raised 
in Alabama. They were both em¬ 
ployed by Barry Bingham, owner of

The Bradens are directors of 
the Southern Conference Educational 
Fund (SCEF) which has been cited 
eight times as Communist or sub¬ 
versive. 1 ' 2 ' 9 She is editor of the 
Southern Patriot, a subversive month¬ 
ly publication. 1 ’’ 4 '® The purpose herein 
is to give a sample of the vast 
scope of their activities, the numerous 
Communist fronts with which they 
function and the lateness of the hour 
to awaken America to their treachery. 
All faots stated can be documented. 

1954 

May 10. Carl Braden buys a house 
in Shively (South Louisville) in an 
all-white neighborhood. He turns the 
key over to Andrew Wade IV,* a 
Negro. 


*They had both been members in 
the Progressive Party. 

June 27. A bomb explodes in the 
Wade home at 12:30 AM. The Wades 
are on the front porch at the time. 
The Bradens accuse the neighbors of 
racial bigotry and the crime. 

August. Grand jury indicts Carl 
Braden for voting more than once 
in the recent election. 7 
September 15. Grand jury begins to 
investigate the bombing of the Wade 
home. Anne Braden refuses to answer 
the questions of the Commonwealth’s 
Attorney if she had been a member 
of the Civil Rights Congress, the La¬ 
bor Council for Negro Rights, League 
of American Writers, National Negro 
Labor Congress, or the Communist 
Party. 

September 16. The Courier-Journal 
applauds the Bradens for not answer¬ 
ing questions at the grand jury in¬ 
vestigation. The editorial calls it a 
witch hunt and McCarthy ism. 

October 1. The Bradens and four 
others are indicted for sedition. 
November 29. Carl Braden’s trial 
begins. It will last 13 days. The prose¬ 
cution will present books, pamphlets, 
and propaganda of the Communist 
Party found in the BradeD home. 
The prosecution will also Hnk him 
with several Communist fronts. The 
high point of the trial will be the 
testimony of two ex-Communists, 
Maiming Johnson and Leonard Pat¬ 
terson, both Negroes. (Johnson will 


later meet a fatal accident. This case 
will not be solved.) 

December 12. FBI agent Alberta 
Ahearn is surfaced from the Com¬ 
munist Party. She had been recruited 
into the party by Anne Braden. She 
testifies that she was a member of the 
same cell as Carl Braden. Alberta 
Ahearn will later testify before a sen¬ 
ate committee that Braden is South¬ 
ern district organizer for the Com¬ 
munist Party. 

December 13. Carl Braden convicted 
of sedition. Sentence: 15 years in 
prison and $5,000 fine. 

December 14. Ba rry B ingham states 
in ' the Courier-Journal that Carl 
Braden’s employment at the news¬ 
paper has now ended. 8 
December 18. Anne Braden attends 
party in New York to raise legal 
funds.

May 2. M. L, King is quoted in the 
Atlanta Journal: “Carl Braden was 
called before the House Committee 
. . . simply for his integration activi¬ 
ties. We see the rise of McCarthyism 
in the South again because all other 
weapons of the segregationists have 
failed.” 

October. Anne Braden’s Southern 
Patriot defends Robert F. Williams’ 
activities during racial violence in 
Monroe, N.C. The article is simply 
open, public support for a well-identi¬ 
fied Communist propagandist.'

October 4. West End Community 
Council of Louisville (WECC) in¬ 
corporates and receives “War on 
Poverty” funds. The Office of Eco¬ 
nomic Opportunity (OEO) says Anne 
Braden is on the executive committee. 
October 4. Police raid SCEF head¬ 
quarters in New Orleans, All records 
are confiscated and the executive 
director and treasurer arc charged 
with violation of the state’s subversive 
and communist control act. 

November 22. President John Ken¬ 
nedy assassinated. 

November 25. The Communist Work¬ 
er calls for an investigation of the 
assassination by a special commission 
to be headed by Earl Warren. 
November 27. Tbe Louisiana Joint 
Legislative Committee on Un-Ameri¬ 
can Activities issues a new report 
containing this statement about the 
important function of the SCEF: [sic] 
“The Fair Play for Cuba Committee, 
the Freedom Now Party, The Monroe 
Defense Committee, and the Black 





Muslims are all connected to the 
Communist Party. There is good solid 
proof of this. This is characteristic 
of the radical, or Trolskyite teaching 
of the Communists. This has already 
produced horrible results in the U.S., 
such as Lee Harvey Oswald, the as¬ 
sassin of President Kennedy, was a 
Fair Play . . . organizer, and a Mos- 
oow trained agent who carried out the 
murder of the President. Note that the 
SCEF has clear connections with all 
four of these groups, primarily 
through the Bradens ,.

Braden is not a member of the West 
End Community Council (WECC). 
March 8. The Louisville and Jeffer¬ 
son County Community Action Com¬ 
mission informs Congressman Snyder 
that Mrs. Braden IS a member of the 
WECC. 

April 6. Bradens meet with Al and 
Margaret McSurely, Stokley Carmi¬ 
chael, and Rap Browu at Methodist 
Board of Evangelism in Nashville. 
Also involved irtlivSonUiern Student 
Organizing Committee (SSOC). H 
April 8. Riots break out in Nashville 
—controlled by Snick and others. 3 
April 10. Demonstrations in Louisville 
pick up after aldermen reject forced 
housing law. 

April 14. It is announced that “more 
technicians from SCLC" are being 
trucked to Louisville to help “crack 
local resistance." 

April 18. Organizers lead an "open 
housing” march in defiance of court 
order. From every indication, the 
demonstrations are also coordinated 
and subsidized to some degree with 
federal funds routed through the 
“poverty" program. That would be 
the WECC. 

May 1. Anne Braden, et al, jailed for 
violating court order. 


May. A strong anti-Communist state¬ 
ment is drawn up for WECC board. 
Anne Braden does not sign. 

June, Spartacist League article, "Black 
& Red—Class Struggle Road To 
Negro Freedom,” calls for a victory 
of the world revolution and the 
destruction of Yankee imperialism. 

It mtys "That black workers, the most 
militant of the U.S. working class, be¬ 
come Infused with a revoluUonary so¬ 
cialist perspective and that Negroes play 
a vital role In world revolution."* 

July 17. Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) convenes in Ann Ar¬ 
bor, Michigan. They plan to blow up 
the homes of policemen, continue to 
infiltrate the factories, and to con¬ 
tinue to organize the people in Appa¬ 
lachia into Community groups toward 
their militant revolutionary goal. 
Anne Braden is scheduled to address 
the convention on the 22nd. 

July 31. Meeting held in Nashville 
to round lip delegates' for National 
Conference on New Politics (NCNP) 
convention to be held in Chicago. 
Among those in attendance are the 
ACLU, SSOC, and some VISTA and 
OEO field workers. 

August 5. Meetings held in Louisville 
to round up delegates for NCNP. 
They include SCEF officials, Viet¬ 
nam Summer, OEO workers, and the 
WECC. They ask for material on 
"New Politics." 

August 8. Rounding up delegates to 
NCNP convention: Pikcville, Ky. 
with Al and Margaret McSurely and 
other poverty workers. McSurely will 
send the call to the community 
groups now organized all over his 
area and down into Virginia. New 
Politics and its relationship to moun¬ 
tain whiles is discussed. 

August 31. Several hundred known 
Communists are reported in atten¬ 
dance at the National Conference for 
New Politics (NCNP). Was Carl 
Braden there? Yes. 

September. Movement for a Demo¬ 
cratic Society (MDS) newsletter ad¬ 
vertises: 

“Commie Propaganda 
The following subversive St un- 
American literature is available from 
MDS: 

1. An outline history of Vietnam 

2. New Left notes 

3. The role of the southern radical & 
the American New Left (Position 
papers from the SSOC member¬ 
ship convention) 

4. Towards a Student Syndicalist 
Movement (SDS).” 12 

September 6. Bradens’ names appear 
on letterhead as sponsors of one of 
the oldest Communist fronts, Ameri¬ 
can Committee for the Protection of 
Foreign Born. 

September 11. Bradens indicted for 







sedition in Pike County, Kentucky. 
September 12. Bradens are arrested 
in Pike County. 

October. Anne Braden’s Southern 
Patriot says, “Unrest is growing in 
Pike County ... In a number of 
protests which have not [YET] been 
linked together, the people are rebell¬ 
ing against the conditions under which 
they live, and the people who cause 
them . . . But the protests are symp¬ 
toms of real unrest— . . . they add up 
to the beginnings of a revolution 
against the people who rule Pike 
County.” 10 

October. “The SCEF has more than 
trebled its staff . . . and is intensifying 
its program to reach and organize a 
movement of black and white together 
in the Deep South.” 10 
October. MDS announces a new 
publication, Copkiller , $1.00/issue, 

address: Copkiller, Box -, New 

Orleans. 12 

October 21. Carl Braden leads anti- 
Vietnam demonstration in Louisville. 
October 24. The communist Worker 
praises the federal court decision kill¬ 
ing the criminal syndacalism law of 
Kentucky under which the Bradens 
were arrested. 8 

November 16. Robert F. Williams’ 
Crusader is received by mail from 
Peking, China directly to all parts of 
the U.S. It calls for organized urban 
black guerrilla warfare. It discusses 
the black power bomb. It lays in de¬ 
tail the tactics for the forth-coming 
“civil war.” 

November 16. The SCEF announces 
its great success and asks for huge 
contributions to enlarge its “organiz¬ 
ing activities.” 

November 17. Pikeville, Ky. is se¬ 


lected to receive federal funds in the 
“model cities" program. Who will get 
their hands on this money? The Pike 
County Grand Jury has charged the 
Bradens and McSurelys with sedition. 
The grand jury found that: “A well 
organized and well financed effort is 
being made to promote and spread the 
communistic theory of the violent and 
forceful overthrow of the govern¬ 
ment . . . ; communist organizers have 
been sent to Pike County by radical 
organizations which have paid them, 
supported them, furnished them with 
printed propaganda materials, con¬ 
trolled them and directed their work; 
some employees of the Appalachian 
Volunteers and other federally fi¬ 
nanced anti-poverty programs have 
collaborated and cooperated with 
known communist organizers . , . 
Communist organizers have attempted 
... to promote their beliefs among 
our school children by infiltrating our 
local schools . . . ; communist organiz¬ 
ers are (forming) aimed groups to 
be known as ‘Red Guards’ and 
through which the actual forceful 
overthrow of the local government 
would be accomplished ... we con¬ 
demn such efforts being directly or 
indirectly supported by Tax money." 
(Ref.; Pike Co. Grand Jury Report) 

CONCLUSIONS 

Since TACT compiled these sam¬ 
ples of their activities, the Bradens 
have expanded their operations into 
campus disorders and the organiza¬ 
tions of “peace” fronts and draft re- 
sisters’ fronts. As we have said the 
hour is late. Therefore, TACT calls 
for action. 


TACT calls for a public demand 
for the establishment of a Joint Legis¬ 
lative Committee on Un-American 
Activities in Kentucky. 

FBI agent Lola Belle Holmes said 
in Louisville, “TACT is having a tre¬ 
mendous effect on the people 
throughout the country, because it's 
bringing the truth to the people—the 
connection of civil turmoil and the 
Communist Conspiracy. It is explain¬ 
ing that we can have civil rights 
without turmoil. The people are 
hungry lor the information which 
TACT is bringing to the local com¬ 
munities." 

Meanwhile, the Communists and 
their fellow travelers are closing in on 
their long-sought goal. Only an en¬ 
lightened, aroused, and demanding I 
public can defeat their aims. Through 
its educational program and public 
speakers bureau, TACT is fighting 
the enemy on the honiefront.
